DOG fouling across Haverhill is 
wrecking the town’s green spaces - 
and threatening children’s safety 
when they play outside. 

According to Cllr Tony Brown, for 
St Edmundsbury Borough Council 
and Suffolk County Council, the 
town’s green spaces are being ruined 
by “ignorant” owners who do not 
clean up after their dogs. 

Members of Haverhill Rugby Club 
are even forced to spend time before 
each game cleaning up the mess on 
the pitch in School Lane. 

Chris Spencer, club chairman, says 
the problem has been going on for as 
many years as he can remember. 

He said: “You just wish that the 
irresponsible dog owners would 
think about their children’s or 
grandchildren’s health, but they 
don’t.” 

Cllr Brown, who represents 
Haverhill East and Kedington, is 
campaigning for action to be taken 
against those who leave mess behind 
and for residents to be educated on 
the damage it is doing. 

The councillor, who has a Jack 
Russell, said: “We pay a lot of money 
for the maintenance of green areas 
and they are a great resource for 
people who live on the estates. 

“But they can’t use them because of 
a few thoughtless people with dogs.” 

The worst areas in town are Castle 
Playing Fields, Chalkstone Playing

“It is just laziness - everywhere I 
walk, you see it.” 

Mrs Banner said there used to be 
two dog bins on Motts Field - but one 


had been taken away. 

Cllr Brown said he was concerned 
that the town’s children will have 
nowhere to play safely in the warmer 
months. 

He said: “Ninety per cent of dog 
owners are on the ball - it’s just a few 
of them that ruin it. Some sort of 
interference is needed to stop them 
ruining the green spaces.” 

There are 70 dog bins in and around 
the town, and a further 
208 bins where dog waste 
can be disposed of. 

A Big Scoop campaign 
was launched across St 
Edmundsbury last June, 
with bright red “clean it 
up” stencils sprayed across 
pavements in fouling hot 
spots. 

The borough council has 
confirmed that these sten¬ 
cils will be re-sprayed in 
certain villages, including 
Kedington and Clare soon. 
!e campaign launched, the 
number of reports in Haverhill 
dropped. 

Lizzi Cocker, locality officer for the 
town, said: “The borough are going 
to be working with the community 
to help and highlight the issues of 
dog fouling.” 

The problem of dog fouling was 
also suggested at Haverhill’s latest 
Safer Neighbourhood Team (SNT) 
meeting, but it was not voted into the 
final three.

County’s schools to 
get £9 million boost 


SCHOOLS in Suffolk are going to ben¬ 
efit from a £9.2 million cash boost. 

The money comes after an ann¬ 
ouncement from the Government that 
£350 million will be given out to the 
most underfunded local authorities in 
the country in 2015/16. 

Suffolk’s share equates to £105 per 
pupil. 

Howard Lay, executive principal of 
Samuel Ward Academy, Haverhill, has 
praised the investment - but added 
that much more needs to be done in 
Suffolk. 

Samuel Ward, which was judged out¬ 
standing at its last Ofsted inspection 
in October 2012, has 1,200 pupils and a 
budget of approximately £6 million. 

Mr Lay said: “It is useful additional 
money for Samuel Ward which will be 
spent on books and equipment for 
pupils. 

“For a long time, Suffolk has been 
relatively under-funded among other 
counties and this money is a recogni¬ 
tion of that. There’s a lot more to do

because in terms of amount per child, 
Suffolk is lower than many other local 
authorities. 

“There is more work to do but it is a 
step in the right direction and could 
make a big impact on schools that 
need additional funding to make a 
difference to performance of pupils.” 

Madeleine Vigar, principal of the 
Castle Partnership Academy Trust, 
said it is “positive” the Government is 
recognising the funding challenges 
that schools in rural areas face. 

She said: “In reality, this initiative 
will support the Castle Partnership 
Academy Trust to fulfil its aim of 
improving the life chances of all chil¬ 
dren and young people and our ambi¬ 
tion to provide first class education for 
children between the ages of 3 and 19.” 

Cllr Lisa Chambers, cabinet member 
for education, skills and young people, 
also welcomed the announcement - 


but added that a school’s performance 
is not just dependent on money. 

She said: “There are many schools in 
Suffolk, and the country as a whole, 
which outperform their peers, despite 
having relatively less money. Quality 
of leadership, teaching and learning 
are also key to the success of a school. 

“For the county council’s part, we 
will be encouraging heads and gov¬ 
erning bodies to ensure this funding is 
used to support teaching and learning 
and, ultimately, improve educational 
attainment. This is a great opportuni¬ 
ty and we must use it maximum effect 
in Suffolk.” 

Matthew Hancock, MP for West 
Suffolk, has said a fair funding system 
is “vital” to delivering the best schools 
and skills for young people. Cam¬ 
bridgeshire has been allocated £20 
million.

Plans move on 
for youth hub 


A BUSINESS plan is currently 
being drawn up for 
Haverhill's new youth hub. 

The ‘one-stop shop’ for 
youth services will move into 
the town’s old police station 
and magistrates’ court build¬ 
ing, in Camps Road, in line 
with the community budget 
plan. 

ONE Haverhill revealed the 
town’s budget last June, after 
consulting with residents 
about what they would like to 
see the money spent on. 

The public asked for more 
services to be provided in the 
town for young people, and 
for the appearance of the 
town to be improved. 

Haverhill Town Council 
took on the challenge of find¬ 
ing premises to run the centre 
- and they are currently in 
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negotiations with Suffolk 
County Council over the 
lease. Karen Chappie, youth 
skills manager, has also been 
appointed to oversee the pro¬ 
ject and create more opportu¬ 
nities for young people in the 
town. 

Currently, she is leading a 
consultation with young peo¬ 
ple in the town to gauge their 
opinions on the proposed ser¬ 
vices and activities for the 
centre. 

Sarah Howard, chair of ONE 
Haverhill, said: “A full build¬ 
ing condition survey has been 
completed and a phased 
refurbishment plan is under 
development. 

“The town council are look¬ 
ing to work with a building 


project manager to oversee 
the refurbishment of phase 1 
to turn the former magis¬ 
trates’ court into a centre 
from which the services and 
activities identified as priori¬ 
ties in the Haverhill 
Community Budget can be 
run.” 

ONE Haverhill’s Youth 
Steering Group has also start¬ 
ed work on a business devel¬ 
opment plan, which is looking 
at the governance and man¬ 
agement of the project. 

They are also invetigating 
how the building will be used 
in more detail.

LAST week, four horses died at one 
of the most important events in 
the racing calendar, the 
Cheltenham Festival.

A NEW centre designed to support victims of 
crime has opened in Haverhill. 

The victim care centre was officially launched 
on Monday by Gareth Wilson, assistant chief 
constable for local policing in Norfolk. 

PC Will Wright has been appointed as the 
town’s domestic abuse and vulnerable victims 
officer - and the opening of the centre coin¬ 
cided with this new role.

Meeting told crime 
continues to fall

POLICE in Haverhill 
are solving four out of 
every 10 crimes. 

This was the message 
delivered to the public 
at last week’s meeting 
of the Safer Neigh¬ 
bourhood Team (SNT). 

Inspector Peter Ferrie 
told residents the 
detection rate for 
crimes in Haverhill 
town is at 40 per cent. 

Compared to the 
three-year average, 
crime in Haverhill 
town is mostly decreas¬ 
ing - with only a hand¬ 
ful of offences on the 
rise. 

Drug offences, 
domestic burglaries 
and shoplifting have 
increased for this time 
of year, in comparison 
with the three-year 
average.

SNT sergeant Gary 
Miller reported at the 
meeting there has been 
a rise in shoplifting in 
the town centre with 
169 offences reported. 

The three-year aver¬ 
age is 142. 

He said: “This has a 
big impact on our trad¬ 
ers in the town centre.” 

The total number of 
recorded crimes since 
April 2013 is at 1,494 
compared to a three 
year average of 1,807. 

Some of the biggest 
decreases include re¬ 
ported accounts of 
criminal damage, 
arson and anti-social 
behaviour.

Spot the difference 
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Few survived being imprisoned 
on Devil's Island, the world's 
harshest penal colony. But when 
one man was sent there for a 
crime he didn't commit, he lived 
to tell the tale - and now his son 
wants to share his extraordinary 
story.

A S A boy, Bashir 
Saoudi always knew 
that his father, Kaci, 
had been through a 
terrible, almost unimagina¬ 
ble, experience. At the age of 
20, the Algerian was convict¬ 
ed of murder, and spent more 
than 20 years as a prisoner on 
Devil’s Island, the notorious 
South American penal colony 
made famous in the film 
Papillon. 

But frustratingly, that was 
all he knew. 

“My father didn’t want to 
talk about it. He was so secre¬ 
tive,” recalls Bashir. “If I 


asked, he brushed it away. He 
just smiled and said ‘Son, you 
don’t want to know’.” 

But Bashir did want to 
know, and, when the com¬ 
puter scientist finally per¬ 
suaded his father to speak 
about what had happened, he 
was in for a shock. 

Now the 58-year-old, who 
lives with his second wife 
Sarnia in Cambridge, is tell¬ 
ing his father’s story in a new 
book. Called The Guillotine 
Choice, it reveals how Kaci’s 
dignity triumphed over 
despair in the most brutal of 
conditions. 


It was the 1920s and Kaci 
was just 17 years old when his 
life changed beyond belief. 
Born and living in northern 
Algeria, a poverty-stricken 
country then ruled by the 
French, he had a good job and 
all was going well - until one 
of his cousins hatched a mur¬ 
derous plan. 

“My father was an assistant 
to a Frenchman called 
Samson, who was a kind of 
accountant for a company 
that was building a hydro¬ 
electric dam,” explains 
Bashir. “Every week, Samson 
and my father used to carry a 


bag full of money to pay the 
workers. 

“In those days, we were a 
big family and we lived all 
under one roof and, when 
one of his cousins saw my 
father carrying the money 
with Samson every week, he 
started thinking there was 
easy money to be made. 

“He started threatening my 
father, telling him ‘I’m going 
to kill your boss, and we’ll 
share the money’. My father 
just said ‘Don’t be stupid!’ He 
didn’t believe him.” 

But his cousin meant it. One 
fateful day, he carried out his 
threat and shot Samson. He 
died in Kaci’s arms. 

Kaci, his cousin and his 
cousin’s brother (“who was 
totally innocent; he had 
nothing to do with it whatso¬ 
ever”) were quickly rounded 
up and thrown into prison. 
Their court case dragged on 
for three years, but eventual¬ 
ly all three were convicted. 

“My father was innocent, 
but he had blood on his hands 
because he was holding 
Samson when he died,” says 
Bashir. “But he did not want 
to point the finger at his 
cousin. In those days the 
French would have chopped 
off his cousin’s head, and my 
father could not stand that; 
he did not want his cousin 
guillotined. So he kept quiet.” 

Kaci’s father visited him in 
jail, pleading with him to tell 
the truth: “He said ‘Son, all 
the lawyers are saying just 
speak up, and you’ll be free’. 
And he cried, and said ‘Dad, I 
cannot let my cousin die in 
public’, and at that moment 
his father realised that he’d 
lost his son forever.” 

The trio were sentenced to 
25 years imprisonment on 
Devil’s Island, plus ‘doublage’ 
(the same sentence again, to 
be lived outside the prison 
walls): “So they were sent for 
life, never to return.” 

Kaci was just 20 when he 
left; his father had a mental 
breakdown soon afterwards, 
“and he didn’t last long before 
he passed away. He was 
heartbroken.” 
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Set just off the coast of 
French Guiana, the disease- 
ridden penal colony was jus¬ 
tifiably known as the world’s 
harshest prison. 

“Devil’s Island is Hell on 
Earth,” says Bashir. “It’s a 
place where 90 per cent of 
prisoners died in their first 
year. They were thrown in the 
jungle to make roads, and 
they worked under some in¬ 
credible conditions: if they 
weren’t killed by yellow fever, 
they were killed by starva¬ 
tion. There were many ways 
you could die, and only the 
very, very strongest survived. 
The reason why he survived is 
because he was young, and he 
was sharp.” 

Kaci spent years doing hard 
labour in the jungle, where he 
too contracted yellow fever. 
Normally a death sentence, 
against the odds he survived 
- but nearly died in another, 
more horrific, way: “They put 
him in the infirmary, and 
what they used to do, they’d 
come and pick up the dead 
people in the morning, to 
drop them in the sea for the 
sharks,” explains Bashir. As 
he lay there on the brink of 
death, Kaci was picked up for 
shark-fodder, “until some¬ 
body realised there was some 
life in him, and then put him 
back!” 

“He survived because he 
was destined to survive. I 
really believe that, because to 
come back from yellow fever 
is not easy. They did give 
them medicine but not much: 
if you die it’s one less mouth 
to feed. That’s how prisoners 
were treated.” 

But Kaci’s luck was to 
change. In the early 1950s, 
public outrage about the col¬ 
ony’s heinous conditions for¬ 
ced the French government to 
close it. 

Kaci was released, and he 
didn’t come back empty- 
handed. “He not only sur¬ 
vived, but he made a name for 
himself in prison,” says 
Bashir. “He was intelligent, a 
hard worker, and he made 
connections - and when he 
came back, he came back 
with a lot of gold. He never 
told us where he got it, but 
after we did the research we 
realised how, and it’s all in the 
book,” he adds with a smile. 

Kaci’s cousins weren’t so 
lucky; the innocent one died 
just months after arriving on 
the Island; the guilty one died 
two years before the prison 
closed. But Kaci had forgiven 
him long ago: “It’s strange 
and we don’t understand, but 
he never had anything against 
him whatsoever.” 

On his return to Algeria, 
Kaci was welcomed with open 
arms. The country was in the 
midst of a devastating 
drought, “and his family were 
starving, so he was the sav¬ 
iour. He sold all his gold to 
bring up all the children, 
including the children of the 
guy who sent him there”. 

He married Melkhir, 
Bashir’s mother, who’s now 
94, and then set about taking 
his place, not only as the head 
of the family, but in the town 
of Maillot itself, where he 
became a highly-respected 
public official. 

Ironically, though, he still 
had to sign in at the gendar¬ 
merie every week, “because 
in their eyes he was a mur¬ 
derer”. 

Bashir, the fourth of Kaci’s 
five children, was born on 



February 29, 1956 - a leap 
year (“so I’m very young,” he 
jokes), and recalls his father 
as being a tough parent. “He 
was very, very strict. He had a 
dominant aura, and he want¬ 
ed his children to be educat¬ 
ed. All I remember from him 
is ‘Study, study, study’.” 

But Bashir hated school, 
and always felt his father 
thought of him as the stupid 
one, “and it played on my 
mind for many years. I think 
that made me wake up, so 
when I passed the baccalau¬ 
reate with honour, he could 
not believe it”. 

At 17, Bashir moved to 
England. He studied comput¬ 
er science at Huddersfield, 
then did his masters at 
Manchester, married “a 
Yorkshire lass” and had three 
sons. 

Life was good, but he felt 
that something was missing: 
he was determined to hear 
his father’s story. 

“I knew he was in Devil’s 
Island, that’s all I knew,” he 
says. “But I kept asking.” 

Eventually Kaci weakened 
and, when Bashir was back in 
Algeria one summer, he 
agreed to be interviewed by 
his son. 

“He said ‘OK bring your 
machine’, and I taped him 
for a couple of hours, 
and he told me ^ 
whatever he a 
could tell me. ^ 

At that time 
I wasn’t 
thinking 
about a 
book, I just 
wanted to 
hold some¬ 
thing of him.’ 

Kaci revealed 
the events sur¬ 
rounding the murder, 
and told his son about life 
on the Island: “He didn’t tell 
me everything, of course; he 
didn’t want to talk too much

about suffering.” And he defi¬ 
nitely didn’t want to talk 
about his cousin, or why he 
refused to give him up: “It’s a 
secret he took with him to his 
death.” 

Kaci eventually died in 1990 
at the grand old age of 83, and 
in Maillot, his name lives on: 
“Even now people talk about 
him,” says Bashir. “It’s be¬ 
cause when he was in charge 
there was no corruption, and 
the poor had the same rights 
as the rich. For him there was 
no difference whatsoever.” 

After he passed away, Bashir 
decided to do more research, 
“so I started digging to try to 
get to know him more, to find 
out who he really was”. 

Awe-struck by what he dis¬ 
covered, he commissioned 
award-winning Scottish 
author Michael J Malone to 
turn his father’s story into a 
novel, “because he’s a good 
writer; I cannot put two sen¬ 
tences together,” he laughs. 

Although he’s been busy 
working at Cambridge Silicon 
Radio for the last 10 years, 
Bashir has devoted every 
spare moment to the project. 
“Michael and I started this 
around 2002, so we’ve spent a 
lot of time together, doing 
research and talking. How¬ 
ever because the story’s so 
big, we’ve made the decision 
to make it into two books.” 

The first, The Guillotine 
Choice, was released last week 
and, aside from being a novel 

that reveals the evils of 
colonialism, it also 


serves as a cam¬ 
paign to clear 
, his father’s 
name. 

“He was 
innocent, 
and I want 
to get the 
French peo¬ 
ple to recon¬ 
sider,” says 
Bashir. 

“But the other 
objective has been to 
rediscover him, and to say 
what I should have told him 
in the living years - to say 
how much I loved him.”

A life in 

books 


CHARLOTTE Mendelson reads a lot; a ridiculous 
amount in fact. 

On her bedside table at the moment, for 
instance, is a stack of crime novels ("My 
indulgence! The gloomier the better"), 
Middlemarch, which she's planning to re-read 
("I really, really love it"), and a pile of new 
proofs, because when she's not writing Man 
Booker-long listed novels, Mendelson is an 
executive editor at publishers Headline Review. 

"It's very difficult," she laughs. "I've already 
got far more books than I'll have time to read in 
my life, and I can't stop buying them!" 

Mendelson is gearing up to appear alongside 
Natasha Solomons, author of Mr Rosenblum's 
List, as part of the Cambridge Literary Festival's 
New Fiction strand, where she'll be discussing 
her fourth novel, Almost English - the one that 
caught the attention of the Man Booker judges. 

With a froth of dark curly hair, she's got a 
touch of actress Rebecca Hall to her features 
and is awfully polite and very well spoken (that's 
growing up in Oxford for you - her father 
taught law at St John's and she studied at the 
university). 

Regularly sputtering into laughter and trying 
to graciously shut me up when I tell her how 
impressive a read Almost English is ("OK, that's 
nice! Thank you very much, yes"), Mendelson 
was born in 1972 and blends London roots 
with mittel-European Jewry (her much-loved 
grandmother escaped Prague using false 
documents in 1939). 

Now a mother of two, with her partner, fellow 
writer Joanna Briscoe, and a contributor to the 
likes of The Guardian, TLS and The Independent 
on Sunday, she's much happier talking about her 
reading habits and the joys of a good book, than 
whether her own writing merits the spotlight. 

"I like books that make me laugh, but hardly 
any ever do, and it's very frustrating," she 


As the countdown begins to this spring’s 
Cambridge News -backed Cambridge 
Literary Festival, ELLA WALKER talks to 
Man Booker-long listed novelist Charlotte 
Mendelson 

muses. “I love books about dysfunctional 
families, and I love crime. Basically, the thing I 
most want is to forget where I am, forget I'm on 
the bus: being captured by a book." 

The self-confessed "enormous girly swot" 
considers an innate bookishness and geekiness 
responsible for her becoming an author - 
despite a careers questionnaire at school 
recommending her for road haulage... 

Stories, she says, are "my passion. It's not the 
fact I wanted to be a writer, I thought, 'wouldn't 
it be amazing to be a writer?' But I could 
never be one." Fortunately, in her mid-20s and 
working in publishing, she 'forgot' to go to law 
school, found herself with her own office and 
"bit the bullet and tried". 

She started whizzing up paragraphs and 
plotlines on her lunch breaks, and the results 
have been quite wonderful. 

Aside from Almost English, her 2001 debut, 
Love in Idleness, preceded Daughters of 
Jerusalem, which won a clutch of prizes and 
saw her shortlisted for the Sunday Times Young 
Writer of the Year Award, while 2007's When 
We Were Bad waltzed into the Orange Prize for 
Fiction shortlist. 

When it comes to the actual process of 
writing, she's very frank. "I go up to my desk 
with some coffee, and usually with an enormous 
pile of provisions and just try to keep my bottom 
on the seat until I've written," she explains. 

"But it's quite difficult not inventing very urgent 
tasks. There isn't a magic to it. It's about bums 
on seats and writing words really..."

STARRED UP (18, 106 mins) 
THE sins of a jailbird father 
are revisited upon an 
embittered son in David 
Mackenzie's gritty drama. 

Based on screenwriter 
Jonathan Asser's experiences 
as a prison therapist, Starred 
Up pulls few punches in its 
depiction of life behind bars, 
delivering a flurry of beatings 
as characters jostle for 
supremacy inside crumbling 
walls where everyone can 
hear you scream. 

Squeamish audiences are 
sentenced to their worst 
nightmare: a journey into 
an unforgiving world where 
disputes are settled with a 
slash from a makeshift shank 
fashioned from a toothbrush 
and razor blade. 

Prisoner officers are just 
almost as cold-blooded as 
the offenders in their care, 
meting out violence to keep 
troublesome inmates in line. 

If all else fails, ringleaders 
are strung up from the bars 
of cells - their deaths falsely 
attributed to suicide. 

Belfast's disused Crumlin 
Road Gaol provides a suitably 
claustrophobic setting and 
Mackenzie's cameras explore 
every nook and cranny, 
capturing a vicious assault 
in the showers that leaves us 
wincing in horror. 

At the centre of madness is 
19-year-old repeat offender 
Eric (Jack O'Connell), who 


swaggers into his first adult 
prison as if he owns the joint. 

"Get your kit off - come out 
when you're ready,” barks one 
of the guards, who conducts a 
humiliating body search. 

Clothed in a regulation grey 
tracksuit, Eric is escorted to 
his cell where he expertly 
constructs then conceals a 
shank. 

An altercation with prison 
guards leads to a spell in 
solitary confinement and Eric 
is ushered before lifer Spencer 
(Peter Ferdinando), who rules 
the roost. 

"No more silliness. I want a 
nice quiet wing," Spencer tells 
Eric with an air of menace. 

It transpires that Eric's father 
Neville (Ben Mendelsohn) 
is at the same facility and 
operates as one of Spencer's 
underlings. Their reunion 
after 14 miserable years of 
estrangement is far from 
happy. 

While Eric exorcises ghosts 
of the past, the lad also 
attends anger management 
sessions led by a volunteer 
called Oliver (Rupert Friend), 
whose personal involvement 


with inmates is a source 
of frustration for sadistic 
Governor Hayes (Sam Spruell). 

Punctuated by explosions 
of unsettling and graphic 
violence, Starred Up is 
reminiscent of Alan Clarke's 
seminal 1979 film Scum, 
which chronicled one young 
man's journey through the hell 
of a British borstal. 

Mackenzie's film is almost 
as suffocating, anchored by a 
no-holds-barred performance 
from O'Connell that's a far cry 
from his formative years on 
ground-breaking Channel 4 
teen drama Skins. 

The 23-year-old Derbyshire 
actor electrifies every 
frame, offering glimpses of 
fear behind Eric's cocksure 
facade as he rages against an 
imperfect system. 

Friend and Mendelsohn 
are compelling in support 
and Asser's script steadfastly 
refuses to polish any rough 
edges with pat sentimentality. 

For these characters, the 
milk of human kindness is 
always sour and they have 
no choice but to swig and 
swallow.

Your Guide to Moving Home 

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls. 

We suggest you tick them off as you go....

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


U Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

Q Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service? Confirm the date 
of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

Q Insurance - check on your home contents 

insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

Q Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move. Arrange to 
take over gas and electricity at your new address, 
and make sure that all appliances will be properly 
fitted, plumbed or connected. 

LI Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home. 

LI Post - Look into re-directing your post for a few 
months to make sure you receive all relevant 
correspondence. 

Q Children - Look into the possibility of your 
children, especially young children, staying with 
family or friends on the day of the move. 

LI Pets - Make arrangements for any pets to be 
booked into a cattery or kennels if required. Having 
your pets microchipped is a good idea and if 
already microchipped, have the address changed 
to your new one. Your vet can advise on this. 


Change of address - tell companies and 
organisations that you are moving!

1 WEEK TO GO: 


LI Delivery address - change delivery address of 
your Cambridge News, milk, groceries and fuel 
to your new address as appropriate. 

[J Laundry - do any last minute laundry that you 
can - have you arranged for a plumber to 
disconnect your washing machine correctly? 


Q Kitchen cupboards - go through your kitchen 
cupboards and throw out anything not in date. 
Also check that all jars and bottles are correctly 
sealed before packing. 

LI Fridges / Freezers - empty and clean out in 
preparation for moving. If you are moving a 
freezer and its contents, turn it up to maximum 
for a couple of days before you move. 

LI Valuables / documents - put these in safe 
place for moving day 


2-1 DAYS TO GO: 


D Packing - pack a bag for overnight essentials 
and toiletries and finish all remaining packing 
into boxes. Remember to label which room 
each box is destined for. 

LI Snack box - pack a box for the kitchen to 
include essentials like tea, coffee and sugar, as 
well as the kettle and mugs! Also include other 
snacks as necessary. 

Q Dismantle and disconnect - take down 
curtains, fixtures and fittings and disconnect 
white goods ready for transport. 

LI Outdoor items - make sure that these are 
stacked together and ready to be moved. 

LI Mobile - place your mobile on charge the night 
before moving and ensure that all relevant 
people have your number. 


ON MOVING DAY: 


AT YOUR OLD ADDRESS: 

Q Strip beds and pack bedding and nightclothes. 

Q Finish packing toiletries box. 

Q Direct removal firm personnel or friends helping 
you move as to what needs to be done. 

Q Turn off electric appliances. 

Q Disconnect cooker. 

Q Turn off boiler / central heating. 

LI Turn off water. 

Q Read gas meter. 

Q Read electricity meter. 

Q Secure all windows. 

LI Lock all doors. 

LI Make final checks and leave key as arranged 
with new owners. 

AT YOUR NEW HOME: 

Q Open up & have a look around the new house. 

Q Locate fuse box, gas and electric meter and 
stop cock for reference. 

LI Take readings on gas, electric and water meters 
as appropriate. 

Q Organise the direction of boxes to appropriate 
rooms. 

Q Check the van after all is unloaded. 

Q Make the beds up for the evening. 

LI Sit down and relax - unpack the other boxes 
the next day.
